To  what  lengths  are  the  Board 
of  Regents  willing  to  go  in  order 
to  cut  back  their  funding  of  our 
school?  The  positions  of  part-time 
student  workers  may  be  affected 
by  the  cuts.  Although  many  of 
these  positions  received  a  pay  in¬ 
crease  over  the  summer  break, 
their  positions  may  not  be  secure. 
In  turn,  the  full  time  professors 
may  look  forward  to  more 
classes,  with  even  more  students. 
President  Hogan  does  not  want  to 
decrease  enrollment,  but  it  re 


mains  to  be  seen  if  the  tuition 
generated  by  new  students  will 
revitalize  the  budget. 

It  is  important  that  students  do 
not  allow  the  quality  of  education 
or  life  at  ULowell  decrease. 
Several  departments  of  the 
University  are  currently  seeking 
accreditation  for  degree  progams, 
and  the  budget  cuts  may  affect 
these  programs.  If  ULowell  is  to 
continue  to  expand,  it  is 
necessary  to  demand  satisfaction 
from  the  state. 


335  courses  this  semester,  “We 
will  not  cause  a  gap  in  the  flow 
of  educated  and  trained  people,” 
he  said.  He  also  said  he  would  not 
recommend  any  further  layoffs  to 
the  Regents.  “ULowell  is  hard 
pressed  to  provide  a  quality 
education  with  the  faculty  and 
staff  it  now  has.” 

Hogan  stated  his  concern  that 
in  these  fiscally  turbulent  times 
for  Massachusetts  state  schools, 
the  Regents  is  allowing  an  inor¬ 
dinate  amount  of  money  for  the 
state’s  private  schools.  Public 
campuses  receive  a  total 
altogether  of  650  million  dollars, 
whereas  schools  such  as  Harvard, 
Tufts  and  MIT  receive  84  million 
dollars.  The  private  schools  may 
or  may  not  spend  this  money  on 
scholarships  for  Massachusetts 
students. 

While  these  private  schools 
have  the  freedom  to  offer  ex¬ 
cellent  extra-cirricular  programs. 
ULowell  may  have  a  difficult

I’ve  got¬ 
ta  finish  that  outline,  talk  to  Pro¬ 
fessor  Jones,  stop  by  the  lab,  read 
100  pages  for  my  noon  psych 
class  and  be  at  work  at  3  p.m.” 

Today’s  college  campuses  are 
pressure  cookers.  In  fact,  the 
Nuprin  Pain  Report,  the  forst  na¬ 
tional  study  on  pain  in  America, 
documented  that  more  people 
1 8-24  suffer  from  stress  and  pain 
than  any  plder  group. 

As  I’ve  toured  the  country 
visiting  college  campuses, 
students  tell  me  the  most  common 
causes  of  their  stress  are:  too 
much  to  do,  too  little  time;  ex¬ 
ams;  money;  relationships;  inter¬ 
views;  family  and  career  choices. 

So,  get  rid  of  stress.  Right? 
Wrong. 

zstress  is  neither  good  nor  bad. 
How  you  handle  it  may  be.  Lear¬ 
ning  to  make  stress  work  for  you 
can  help  you  concentrate  better 
and  think  more  clearly  under 
pressure,  have  more  energy,  be 
more  creative  and  make  college 
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more  enjoyable. 

But  many  of  us  handle  stress 
poorly. 

Some  people  panic  and  work 
too  fast  under  stress.  Others  pro¬ 
crastinate.  Neither  response  is 
productive  and  both  are  caused  by 
what  I  call  “sabotage  Thinking” 
—  common  reactions  to  stressful 
situations  that  work  against  rather 
than  for  yo  u. 

Five  common  types  of  sabotage 
thinking  are:  “the  gottas,”  “the 
worries, ’’“the  cant’s,”  “the  uh 
ohs  /  oh  nos”  and  “the  don’ts.” 

Let’s  look  at  the  gottas  and 
methods  to  overcome  them. 

The  gottas  usually  occur  when 
you  think  you  have  too  much  to 
do  and  too  little  time  to  do  it.  “I 
gotta  study  for  two  exams...  I 
gotta  read  two  chapters. . .  I  gotta 
call  financial  aid  about  my  loan. . . 
I  gotta  get  a  date  for  Friday 
night...” 

The  gottas  make  everything 
seem  harder  than  it  really  is.  You 
get  into  the  panic  zone,  rushing 
to  get  it  all  done,  you  walk  too 
fast,  talk  too  fast,  write  too  fast, 
eat  too  fast.  You  can’t  concen¬ 


trate  or  think  clearly.  You  make 
careless  mistakes,  blank  out  on 
exams  and  forget  things  you 
already  know.  Everything  seems 
like  a  life  or  death  proposition. 

I  was  talking  to  a  junior  at  U- 
C  Berkeley  who  had  a  bad  case 
o  fthe  gottas  about  a  forthcoming 
exam.  “I  gotta  get  an  A,”  he 
said.  I  asked  what  would  happen 
if  he  didn’t. 

“If  I  don’t  get  an  A,  I  won’t 
keep  my  4.0  average.  Then  I’ll 
never  get  into  a  really  good 
graduate,  and  then  I  won’t  get  a 
top  job,  and  then  I’ll  never  make 
a  lot  of  money...” 

zby  the  end  of  his  discourse, 
not  getting  an  a  on  this  test  was 
akin  to  his  life  being  ruined. 

When  he  stopped  and  thought 
about  what  he’d  just  said  —  that 
if  he  didn’t  ace  this  test  his  life 
would  be  down  the  tubes  —  he 
started  laughing,  “I  must  be 
crazy.” 

He  was  not  crazy,  just  not 
thinking  clearly  or  realistically. 
Many  of  us  get  that  way  under 
pressure.  This  type  of  desparation 
thinking  makes  us  overreact  and 


causes  panic.  The  cure  is  to  shift 
from  irrational  to  rational  think¬ 
ing.  Do  a  reality  check.  When 
you  get  the  gottas  take  a  deep 
breath,  exhale  slowly  and  ask 
yourself,  “What  is  the  worst 
thing  that  could  possibly  hap¬ 
pen?”  and  “How  is  that  likely  to 
happen?” 

This  type  of  reality  thinking 
puts  the  gottas  into  perspective. 
Sure,  not  getting  an  A  would  be 
a  drag,  but  it  wouldn’t  be  the  end 
of  the  world,  nor  would  it  land 
this  A  student  in  the  ranks  of  the 
homeless. 

Looking  at  past  wins  helps, 
too.  After  all,  he  already  had  a 
4.0  average,  and  had  done  well 
on  difficult  exams  before.  Remin¬ 
ding  himself  of  his  past  success 
on  similar  exams  helped  him 
relax  and  restored  his  confidence. 

Gaining  control  of  your  think¬ 
ing  will  help  turn  desparation 
reactions  into  peak  performance 
actions.  Learning  this  early  in  life 
will  invaluable  in  the  future, 
because  no  matter  what  you  do  or 
where  you  do  it,  there’s  always 
going  to  be  things  you  gotta  do.

After  a  pitifully  bad  opening  act 
(I  can’t  remember  their  name), 
Robert  Palmer  sauntered  onto  the 
stage  wearing  his  trademark 
Italian  suit.  It  was  a  lovely  shade 
of  gray,  yet  he  looked  more  like 
a  businessman  than  like  a  pop 
star. 

He  kicked  off  his  set  with  a 
Power  Station  tune  “Some  like  it 
hot,”  and  he  must,  because  he 
wore  his  suit  jacket  throughout 
most  of  the  show.  Aside  from 
looking  dapper,  he  proved  that  he 
has  earned  his  status  as  a  rock 
legend.  His  vocals  sounded  clear 
and  unstrained,  even  though  he 
has  just  set  a  world  record  for  the 
most  consecutive  shows  by  any 
artist.

Atheist  Corner

Viruses  are  small.  Very  small. 
Some  are  so  tiny  that  they  get 
sucked  into  living  cells  in  normal 
cell  aspiration,  the  cell  membrane 
unable  to  filter  them. 

A  virus  is  a  piece  of  genetic 
material  that  is  not  alive.  An  in¬ 
vaded  cell  mistakes  the  virus  for 
one  of  its  own  genes  and  starts  to 
execute  whatever  instructions  are 
in  the  virus.  Of  course,  the  genes 
in  the  virus  must  contain  the  in¬ 
formation  for  making  more 
viruses. 

Since  a  virus  is  not  alive,  it  is 
hard  to  say  that  it  is  harmful. 
Many  viruses  do  not  kill  the  cell 

they  have  penetrated:  the  cell  is 

busy  making  viruses,  but  is  other¬ 
wise  healthy. 

Yet  a  cell  that  is  busy  making 
viruses  is  no  longer  doing 
anything  useful  for  the  body.  .And 
the  new  viruses  it  produces  soon 
affect  other  cells  in  the  body.  If 
so  many  cells  get  involved  in 
making  viruses  that  necessary 
body  functions  don’t  get  done, 
and  the  body  dies. 

Recently  in  the  news  was  the 
story  of  a  “computer  virus,” 
which  was  a  short  program 
designed  to  replicate  itself.  It  was 
not  harmful  in  itself,  but  as  each 
“virus”  replicated  itself  on  the 
computer  it  tied  up  more  of  the 


computer’s  resourses  until  all 
useful  processing  on  the  system 
ground  to  a  halt. 

An  evangelical  religion  is 
remarkably  similar  to  a  virus:  A 
person  comes  up  to  you  and  tries 
to  infect  you  with  his  view  of  the 
world.  If  you  adopt  his  beliefs, 
and  his  evangelic  methods,  you 
go  out  into  the  world  to  infect 
others.  If  there  are  a  lot  of  peo¬ 
ple  who  are  not  immune  to  your 
religion  then  you  could  tie  up 
society’s  resourses  until 
everything  grinds  to  a  halt. 

In  practice,  however,  there  are 
always  some  people  in  a  society 
who  are  immune  to  any  paijnilr 
religion.  India  has  proved  to  oe 
very  resistant  to  Christianity,  for 
instance.  If  a  society  is  immune 
then  the  religion  must  adapt.  If  a 
particular  religion  cannot 
penetrate  a  particular  society, 
then  perhaps  a  mutated  form  of 
the  religion  can  penetrate.  Ex¬ 
amine  Roman  Catholicism  as 
practiced  in  South  America.  It  is 
distinctly  not  the  same  relgion 
practiced  in  Rome. 

Many  religions  have  been  cast 
aside  over  the  years.  We  modern 
folk  tend  to  sneer  at  primative 
people  and  their  pagan  beliefs, 
but  your  current  beliefs  will  be 
next  year’s  paganism.

Movie  of  The  Week  -  Scrooged

I  gave  in.  It  is,  after  all,  a 
movie  that  stars.  Bill  Murray.  It’s 
a  comedy.  The  promos'  and 
previews  looked  funny  and  it  was 
a  Christmas  movie  that  was  ap¬ 
pearing  just  around  Christmas 
time.  However,  if  I  knew  then 
what  I  know  now  .  I  would  have 
concentrated  more  of  my

willpower  on  resisting  the  surface 
appeal  of  SCROOGED  and  gone 
to  see  another  movie. 

SCROOGED  is  an  updated 
retelling  of  the  Charles  Dickens 
short  story,  A  Christmas  Carol. 
Frank  Cross  (Bill  Murray)  is  a 
executive  programmer  for  the  fic¬ 
tional  network  IBC,  who  is 
visited  by  three  ghosts  on 
Christmas  Eve:  the  ghost  of 
Christmas  past  (David  Johansen), 
the  ghost  of  Christmas  present 
(Carol  Kane),  and  the  ghost  of 
Christmas  future.  The  purpose  of 


these  ghosts  is  to  show  Frank  the 
affects  of  his  attitude  on  the  lives 
around  him  and  give  him  the  op¬ 
portunity  to  change. 

Bill  Murray  (in  his  first  major 
role  since  GHOSTBUSTERS) 
does  an  adequate  and  funny  job 
with  his  portrayal  of  Frank  in  the 
beginning  of  the  movie,  but  once 
the  ghosts  stan  to  appear  the 
movie  loses  its  comedy  and  Mur¬ 
ray  loses  his  characterization. 
Thanks  to  Murray.  Frank  (mean) 
is  funny.  On  the  other  hand, 
Frank  (becoming  nicer)  is  both 
unappealing  and  unfunny.  In  his 
trip  to  the  past  we  see  Frank  first 
as  a  little  boy  of  5  or  6  (wisely 
played  by  another  actor)  and  then 
next  as  a  young  adult  (unwisely 
played  by  Bill  Murray).  Even 
with  the  added  hair  (the  movie 
gives  him)  along  with  the  change 
of  clothing  Murray  still  looks  like 
a  middle  aged  Bill  Murray/Frank 
Cross  of  the  present.  Finally,  I 
have  to  say  something  about  the 
very  tedious,  very  boring  and 


wholly  add-libbed  speech  that 
Murray  gives  at  the  end  of  the 
movie.  It  reminded  me  of  the 
same  repetitious  speech  he  made 
in  MEATBALLS  (IT  JUST 
DOESN’T  MATTER).  In  this 
movie  you  can  see  and  hear  Mur¬ 
ray,  thinking  and  searching  for 
something  to  say  which  pertains 
to  his  new  found  feelings  towards 
Christmas.

Silent  Nights?

If  nobody  reads  this  editorial,  I  will  understand.  At  this  time  of 
year,  nobody  wants  to  read  editorials.  Why?  Because  most  newpapers 
perform  their  yearly  ritual  of  sermonoizing  to  the  public  about 
everything  that  can  go  wrong  during  the  holidays.  Those  who  write 
back  to  the  Opinions  page  usually  offer  the  same  maudlin  fare,  with 
letters  on  the  same  invariable  themes:  the  latest  drunk  driving  fatalities, 
how  materialistic  Christmas  has  become,  unsafe  and  expensive 
children’s  toys,  and  whether  or  not  the  Nativity  Scene  in  front  of  Ci¬ 
ty  Hall  is  unconstitutional. 

Not  to  trivialize  any  of  these  problems,  because  they  certainly  speak 
for  themselves.  But  you  can  read  about  them  in  the  Sun  or  Globe  or 
other  paper.  Meanwhile,  before  you  settle  down  for  a  long  winter’s 
nap-  interrupted  by  finals,  skiing  and  long  waits  at  Logan  for  your 
flight  back  to  Nebraska-  here  are  a  few  parting  thoughts  to  take  with 
you. 

This  fall  semester  we  have  weathered  perennial  parking  crunches, 
bus  rerouting  and  Russian  Roulette  with  our  course  sections.  Most 
of  us  have  survived  proverbial  “mystery  meat”,  pizza  and  other 
borderline  edibles  known  as  college  student  food.  We  elected  a  presi¬ 
dent  and  welcomed  back  a  governor-  some  of  us  with  open  arms, 
many  with  open  fire.  We  played  football,  ate  some  turkey,  cheered 
on  the  Patriots  and  tried  to  fight  off  the  “college  five”  resulting  from 
the  aforementioned  diet.  Funny  how  the  college  five  stretches  into 
the  college  fifteen.  Now  we  come  to  the  end  of  the  semester,  and 
the  holidays.  As  I  said  before,  there  is  always  an  unfortunate  cynicism 
around  this  season;  just  when  you  have  relished  the  original  black 
and  white  “Christmas  Carol”  and  it  still  makes  you  misty-eyed,  some 
clown  on  WAAF  plays  “Grandma  Got  Run  Over  By  A  Reindeer.” 
To  those  who  feel  that  holidays  aren’t  complete  without  cheap  stabs 
like  this  song,  I  recommend  hiberbating  under  the  frozen  topsoil  un¬ 
til  February-  but  don’t  disturb  the  moles  and  slugs.  To  those  who 
still  adore  this  time  of  year,  but  feel  a  little  disheartened  by  the  alar¬ 
ming  number  of  homeless  who’ll  be  roasting  chestnuts  over  subway 
vents,  think  about  this: 

In  South  Dakota  there  is  a  little  town  known  as  Wounded  Knee. 
If  the  name  sounds  familiar,  it  should-  it  was  the  site  of  Custer’s  retalia¬ 
tion  against  the  Sioux  Indians.  Wounded  Knee  is  not  a  kind  place  dur¬ 
ing  the  winter-  with  sharp  winds  and  heavy  snow,  temperatures  often 
plummet  to  -40  degrees.  Who  lives  here?  The  Lakota  Indians,  in  the 
poorest  township  in  America.  Alcoholism,  unemployment  and  tuber¬ 
culosis  are  part  of  their  daily  lives.  The  people  mostly  subsist  on 
federal  aid,  cut  by  over  twenty  per  cent  by  Ronald  Reagan. 

Something  is  coming.  It  does  not  yell  “Ho  Ho  Ho”  or  sing  about 
the  good  life  at  Jordan  Marsh.  It  is  not  a  thousand  points  of  light- 
in  fact  it  is  rather  drab  brown.  It  is  not  a  silver  sleigh,  but  a  decep¬ 
tively  ordinary-looking  ungainly  UPS  truck.  Almost  noone  knows  it 
is  coming,  but  I  think  the  children  at  Wounded  Knee  have  a  clue. 

Toys,  of  course.  Boxes  full  of  every  toy  imaginable-  dolls,  Leg- 
gos,  trucks,  panda  bears,  space  shuttle  models-  wonderful,  but  just 
another  gesture  of  holiday  charity?

Dunbar  blame  misplaced

shuttle  drivers  use  the  flashing 
lights  because  it  is  against  the 
law.  Ironically,  the  lights  were 
flashing  the  day  Ms.  Connery 
was  hit  as  a  Lowell  Police  Officer 
had,  two  weeks  before,  required 


such  lights.  However,  later  that 
day  Registry  officials  met  with 
the  City  Police  officials  and  in¬ 
formed  them  that  the  flashing 
lights  are  not  to  be  used. 

2.  Concern  for  Students  -  The 
reason  the  Fox  bus  stop  was  mov¬ 
ed  from  the  street  to  the  side  of 
Fox  Hall  was  due  to  the  persis¬ 
tent  efforts  of  Mr.  Thomas  Dun¬ 
bar.

George  Herbert  Walker  Bush, 
recently  elected  and  only  newly 
stalled  in  office,  as  the  forty- 
first  president,  slumped  over  his 
cesk  in  the  Oval  office  for  the  last 
rxie  today  when  a  large  caliber 
r— let  struck  him  down.

Quayle  now 
President

Daniel  Quayle  was  sworn  in 
last  yesterday  as  the  42nd  Presi¬ 
dent  of  the  United  States,  shortly 
after  returning  from  the  golf 
course.  Secret  Service  agents 
spent  many  hours  trying  to  find 
him.

Quayle  complained  that  he 
needed  a  while  on  the  practice 
green  before  leaving,  but  was 
convinced  by  Secret  Service 
agents  to  leave  the  course  im¬ 
mediately  after  holing  out  on  the 
18th.  Quayle  did  stop  to  take 
another  shot  at  his  final  putt, 
which  had  lipped  out.  Agents 
dragged  him  away  as  he  said, 
“Well,  third  time’s  a  charm.” 

At  the  White  House  there  was 
considerable  disagreement 
whether  to  swear  Quayle  in  as 
President  or  try  for  the  Speaker 
of  the  House  instead,  but  a  quick 
call  from  Dan’s  father  was 
enough  to  clear  everything  up. 

An  emergency  cabinet  meeting 
was  called  to  discuss  the  plans  for 
the  remainder  of  the  presidential 
term.  It  is  rumored  that  several 
high-ranking  officials  of  the  GOP

Governor  Michael  Dukakis 
held  a  press  conference  today 
with  reporters  from  prominent 
Bay  State  papers,  including  the 
Boston  Map,  Lowell  Meteor  and 
the  Disconnector.  Dukakis,  stan¬ 
ding  on  the  rocky  bank  of  the 
Merrymuck  across  from  Fux 
Hall,  talked  about  upcoming 
fiscal  hardships  for  the  state’s 
public  colleges,  and  ideas  for 
alleviating  the  problem.

♦Abuse  -  emotional,  physical,  sexual,  or  by  neglect  is  any  behavior 
designed  to  control  and  subjugate  another  through  fear,  humilia¬ 
tion,  and  verbal  or  physical  assaults. 

•  feel  uncertain  about  normal  relationships,  families,  or  work 

behaviors. 

•  consistently  deal  with  after-effects  of  past  abuse:  harsh  self¬ 

judgment,  difficulty  completing  tasks,  difficulty  trusting 
and  being  intimate,  and  confusion  with  limit  setting. 

•  often  feel  isolated  and  afraid  of  people  and  authority  figures 

(parents ,  employers . . . . ) 

•  in  the  face  of  success  and  actual  competence  feel  like  im¬ 

posters. 

•  in  relationships:  feeling  hollow  inside  in  the  presence  of 

love  and  support;  hungering  for  approval,  losing  their 
identity  in  the  process;  feelings  of  fear  of  abandonment; 
having  problems  with  intimacy;  getting  close  to  someone, 
i.e.  trusting;  feeling  like  a  victim  in  personal  and  career 
relationships  -  inability  to  stand  up  for  self  and  tending 
to  give  in  to  others. 

•  find  it  difficult  to  have  fun  -  to  stop  being  so  responsible, 

so  loyal. 

•  may  suppress  feelings  about  traumatic  childhood  -  finding 

it  hard  to  feel  or  express  feelings,  including  happiness. 

•  act  like  adults  since  early  years,  yet  inside  often  feel  like 

children. 

A  group  will  be  forming  to  share  feelings  and  stories  from  the  past 
as  well  as  focus  on  overcoming  the  after-effects  (the  current 
behaviors  and  beliefs  that  hold  us  back)  to  achieve  the  goal  of  em¬ 
powered  living.

U Lowell  dark  ages 


Drastic  changes  are  coming  to 
the  University  of  Lowell  in  the 
next  few  years,  and  many 
students  are  completely  in  the 
dark  about  them.  I  would  say  that 
when  these  changes  suddenly 
begin  to  be  implemented, 
thousands  of  students  are  going  to 
be  very  surprised.  How  many 
people  know  that  the  College  of 
Liberal  Arts  is  being  moved  to 
South?  All  of  this  is  pan  of  Presi¬ 
dent  Hogan's  plan  to  make 
ULowell  a  “University  of 
Choice.” 

The  idea  seems  commendable, 
and  is  well  intentioned.  The 
President  is  looking  to  the  future, 
he  is  looking  to  improve  the 
University  over  the  long  term. 
But  there  are  over  ten  thousand 
people  here  now  who  have 
already  chosen  ULowell,  and  it  is 
sometimes  difficult  not  to  feel  that 
these  people  who  are  already  in¬ 
vesting  time  and  money  here  are 
being  overlooked. 

There  are  a  lot  of  problems  at 
this  University  now  for  which  the 
administration  should  be  made  to 
answer.  For  instance,  why  was 
the  finals  schedule  published  and 
made  available  after  Thanksgiv¬ 
ing?  Students  have  holiday  travel 
plans  to  make,  plans  that  are  dif¬ 
ficult  to  begin  with  in  these  days 
of  roller  coaster  air  fares.  To  be 
told  that  you  have  a  final  on  the 
23rd  of  December  on  the  29th  of 
November  is  unacceptable.  Is  it 
too  much  to  ask  to  want  to  spend 
Christmas  with  one’s  family? 
There  is  absolutely  no  excuse  for 
making  the  schedule  available  so 
late.  If  I  hear  “the  computer 
broke  down”  one  more  time  I 
think  that  my  ability  to  resist 
strangling  the  automaton  who 
says  it  will  disappear.  For  $100 
I  would  have  done  it  with  pencil 
and  paper  in  September. 

Has  anyone  dealt  with  the 
financial  aid  office  lately?  The 
people  there  are  painfully  polite, 
but  politeness  does  not  keep 
students  financially  above  water. 
My  own  case  is  the  one  that  I 
know  best.  I  filed  the  necessary 
forms  well  before  all  of  the 
deadlines.  All  of  the  paperwork 
was  completed  last  May.  I  final¬ 
ly  received  my  award  letter  on 
November  28th.  My  Guaranteed 
Student  Loan  may  well  be  paid 
off  before  I  ever  see  it. 


The  same  thing  happened  last 
year,  which  caused  me  to  need  to 
take  an  emergency  loan  of  $250 
from  the  Dean  of  Students 
“special  fund”.  Last  year’s  aid 
came  so  late  and  my  finances 
deteriorated  so  badly  (and  have 
not  recovered)  that  I  still  have  not 
paid  it  back.  I  suppose  the  Dean's 
fund  will  have  to  wait  until  this 
year's  aid  comes:  a  proposition  as 
sobering  to  the  Dean  as  it  is  to 
me,  I  would  imagine. 

For  this  I  have  been  threaten¬ 
ed  with  expulsion.  I  have  also 
been  threatened  with  expulsion 
because  the  tuberculosis  test  ad- 
ministerred  to  me  two  years  ago 
by  my  doctor  was  one  deemed 
unacceptable  by  the  University 
Health  Services.  I  can  see  this  in 
a  future  ULowell  brochure: 
“ULowell  the  University  of 
Choice.  At  ULowell  you  may  not 
get  your  financial  aid,  but  at  least 
you  won’t  get  tuberculosis 
either!” 

There  are  so  many  other  pro¬ 
blems  that  it  would  be  unfeasible 
to  write  about  all  of  them  in  one 
space.  Parking.  Ironically,  the 
one  meeting  held  earlier  this  year 
to  discuss  the  parking  problem 
turned  into  a  forum  for 
Pawtucketville  residents  to  bitch 
about  students  parking  illegally. 
Of  course  they  do  not  complain 
when  we  students  eat  in  their  sub 
shops,  drink  their  watered  down 
beer,  purchase  supplies  in  their 
“Convenience”  stores,  or  rent 
their  overpriced,  often  downright 
slummy  apartments.  I  would  be 
doing  the  administration  a  favor 
by  merely  stating  that  it  failed  to 
go  to  bat  for  the  students  on  that 
issue.  Hundreds  of  towed  (con¬ 
fiscated)  cars  are  testament  to 
that. 

Of  course,  much  of  the  blame 
for  all  of  this  lies  with  us,  the 
students.  A  public  meeting  of  the 
President’s  “Student  Life”  com¬ 
mittee  drew  a  grand  total  of  fif¬ 
teen  students  last  week.  Granted, 
we’re  all  busy,  but  fifteen?  That 
sends  a  message  to  the  President 
that  the  students  don’t  give  a 
damn,  and  that  the  administration 
can  do  whatever  it  wants.  And  if 
the  administration  feels  that  it  can 
do  whatever  it  wants,  believe  me 
it  will. 

At  the  aforementioned  Student 
Life  committee  meeting,  one  pro 


fessor  said  that  she  felt  a  sense  of 
hopelessness  in  students.  There  is 
no  reason  to  feel  that  way.  You 
can  do  something,  and  I  urge  you 
to.  Don’t  let  the  administration 
forget  about  the  students  who  are 
already  here.  Write  for,  or  to  The 
Connector.  Attend  a  committee 
meeting.  Or  just  tell  off  a 
bureacrat  who  jerks  your  chain, 
even  if  he  or  she  jerks  it  politely. 
Students  have  to  let  someone 
know  in  their  own  way  if 
something  about  the  University  is 
unsatisfactory  .  There  are  times 
that  we  have  to  inject  a  little  60’s 
style  militance  into  our  80’s 
pragmatism.  I’m  not  saying  that 
we  should  occupy  the  President’s 
office  or  hold  a  “sit-in”.  That’s 
too  silly  and  dramatic  for  the  con¬ 
temporary  student.  But  we  should 
let  those  that  govern  the  Univer¬ 
sity  know  that  if  certain  problems 
aren’t  addressed  soon,  there  will 
be  thousands  of  alums  saying  to 
prospective  college  students  in  the 
future,  “ULowell  may  be  a 
University  of  Choice,  but  it 
shouldn’t  be  yours.”

Pete  took  the  shot,  it 
bounced  off  the  skate  of  a  North 
Dakota  defenseman,  and  Lowell 
netted  their  game-tying  point. 

The  second  and  third  period 
saw  no  scoring  for  either  team. 
After  playing  an  excellent  offen¬ 
sive  game  in  the  first  and  taking 
1 1  shots  on  goal,  the  Chiefs  only 
took  4  shots  on  goal  in  the  se¬ 
cond.  The  Chiefs  passing  was* 
better  in  the  second  but  they  lack¬ 
ed  the  aggression  they  displayed 
in  the  first.  The  third  period, 
however,  was  much  like  the  first 
for  ULowell.  They  were 
aggressive-taking  13  shots  on 
goal;  defenseman  Matt  Hayes  had 
some  excellent  shots.  Left  wing 
Conrade  Thomas  was  very  im¬ 
pressive  with  his  hustle.  Despite 
all  this,  the  Chiefs  could  not 
break  the  tie.  This  was  due  to  the 
fact  that  North  Dakota’s  goalie 
Steve  Peters  was  excellent— 
ULowell  had  26  shots  on  goal  in 


regulation  and  he  only  allowed  2 
points.  This  is  not  to  say  that 
ULowell  goalie  Peter  Harris  did 
not  have  a  good  game;  North 
Dakota  had  only  18  shots  on  goal 
in  regulation  and  only  2  points 
were  allowed.  This  was  largely 
due  to  a  not-so-excellent  defense 
for  Lowell. 

So,  the  game  went  into 
overtime-5  minutes  and  18 
seconds  later,  center  Steve  Ablitt, 
assisted  by  defenseman  Garret 
Burke,  scored  to  break  the  tie  and 
give  Lowell  the  win.  Assistant 
coach  Blaise  MacDonald  feels 
that,  4 . . .  we  are  playing  very  well. 
We  lost  8  seniors  to  graduation 
last  year-considering  that  we  suit 
up  18  players,  that  is  almost  half 
the  team.  We  have  a  relatively 
young  team.’  However, ‘...we 
need  to  get  into  the  habit  of 
shooting  the  puck.  We  have  not 
been  very  successful  putting  the 
puck  in  on  power  plays.  Our 
power  play  needs  work....’ 

On  Sunday,  ULowell  dropped 
a  game  to  the  University  of 
Wisconsin  Badgers.  Despite  a 
valient  effort,  the  Chiefs  lost  3-2 
to  the  fourth  place  (WCHA) 
Badgers.  Center  Pascal  Lebrec- 
que  had  an  excellent  game— he 
was  aggressive  and  moved  the 
puck  well;  in  his  last  three  home 
games,  this  was  the  best  he  has 
played.  The  team  as  a  whole  was 
improved  from  Friday’s  North 
Dakota  game.  Their  passing  was 
accurate,  they  played  better 
defensively  when  they  were 
short-handed,  and  they  only  gave 
up  1  goal  on  the  power  play. 

‘Why  did  they  lose?’  you  ask. 
The  game  was  tied  up  2-2  at  the 
end  of  the  first.  Gary  Murphy, 
assisted  by  Craig  Charron  and 


Brendan  Flynn,  netted  a  short- 
handed  goal  1:37  into  the  game. 
It  took  more  than  10  minutes  for 
Wisconsin  to  even  the  score;  right 
wing  Tom  Sagissor,  assisted  by 
center  Doug  Macdonald  tied  it 
up.  Less  than  3  minutes  later, 
wing  Dennis  Snedden,  assisted  by 
center  Brett  Kurtz,  scored  on  a 
powerplay  goal  for  Wisconsin. 
Three  minutes  later,  ULowell 
returned  the  favor  on  a  rebound 
goal  by  Greg  Carter,  assisted  by 
Jyrki  Maki  and  Randy 
LeBrasseur.  This  tied  up  the 
score  and  there  it  remained  until 
the  third  period. 

Wisconsin  scored  the  game 
winning  goal  6:23  into  the  third. 
Center  Brett  Kurtz  appeared  to 
kick  the  puck  in  with  his  skate. 
ULowell  goalie  Mark  Richards 
was  laying  across  the  front  of  the 
net  and  thought  he  blocked  the 
shot.  So  did  the  goal  judge.  But, 
referee  Dan  Raposa  claimed  that 
the  goal  was  legal,  hence  Wiscon¬ 
sin  wins  the  game  3-2.
